
I ':ave been provolied by recent incidents to t;rite to you, passing 
on to you r;y observations in tlie hope that you will give then careful 
consideration ■diich Trill lead yon to ta!:e sone appropriate constructive 
and positive action relevant to the issues in question. 

In tjy opinion, our President and Ctate Departiuent have acted 
irresponsibly, rechlessly, and dangerously in peruittiag (or ordering) 
our resunption of nuclear testing {even for purposes of "iuproving de- 
tection") before vre have reached soue kind of detection experitient 
agreement vrith -iussia. 2y what logic can we place such cot.plete and 
total trust in another nation (in this case, fiussia) that we place in 
her hands the entire weight of responsibility and discretion, in the 
"hope" that she will be constructively cautious (assuraing she is con- 
structive and not suicidal) enough not to retaliate either "in kind" 
or with soue even harsher reaction? The State Department and the 
President have issued statements which have been of an equally umrise 
and irresponsible nature, izi reacting to the Russian's indignation 
over the spy plane incident. But, this action of resuming nuclear 
testing is even i^ore concretely reckless than these statements, coming 
at a time when it can (and undoubtedly will) be interpreted as a de- 
fiantly belligerant "eye for an eye" gesture. If indeed (as the State 
Department has said), the resunption of nuclear testing had "nothing 
to do with the spy plane incident," then it is all the more ridiculous 
that they let it go through, without stopping it, knowing, as tliey do, 
how it would be interpreted. 

Cur State Department should certainly know better than to bait the 
Dussions, or give tlieT; any further provocation tha^: we already have in 
flying planes over her territory without her permission. Soviet Russia's 
OTm record of abuses and our knowledge of her established burtality and 
imnorality of governmental principles and actions should be even more 
reason for exercising caution- in our relations with her, liat can be 
more reckless than giving a proved L.adman or criminal provocation to 
turn on you, when you are not in a stabilized, secure position of control, 
where lie is not safely locked in a padded cell? Under such circumstances, 
if you do not handle a dangerous lunatic with "kid gloves," you yourself 
are "out of your mind"l If you go into a lion’s cage andproceed to 
"tease" him with a stick, you are the one most responsible for your oaw 
inevitable, logical destruction, because :/ou liave provoked it ! 

In the light of this fact, the President's and Secretary of Gtate's 
petuleat reactions to Russia's indignation are misplaced and unconstruc- 
tive incharacter, furthermore, their assertions that our aggressive act 
in flying over -.-ussia is justified by our* defense requirements is an il- 
logical stand, detrimental to our OTm self interest. 
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V/ith your o\m selx-iuterest as the value at stahe {even iu ternis 
of "need" as defined by their assertion), you cannot legitimately de- 
fend an imposition of your will on others, whon you are in no position 
to treat other than equally (Because, even if they are road , you cannot 
loch the Russian leaders in padded cells, because they have evaded 
responsibility for each of their madnesses by "justifying" them, just 
as you are now trying to justify yovx own imposition of will), on the 
basis of an immediate need, at the long-rai:ige sacrifice of a more pri- 
mary, fumdauental need— the need to have your ot/n rights respected) . 

Yovi cannot ezpect your rights to be respected unless you respect the 
rights of others. If you do not , you are setting a moral pattern— a 
pattern of coral anarchy— which is clearly against your ovrn best in- 
terests, Since, obviously, we cannot either shoot the dussian leaders, 
or loch thei: up, our only logical course is to try to teach then the 
benefits of a r.oral society (one which respects the rights of individuals 
— B'll individuals) , and, again obviously, we cannot accomplish this ex- 
cept by practising our OTn: basic philosophy , he must lead the way; we 
cannot erpect Russia to do so, when her basic philoso]phy is anti- 
individual . .’hen Russia cocmits acts of aggression, she is being consist- 
ent with her basic philosophy, so why should it surprise us? 


If we enpect to teach Russia the 


advantages 


of an ethical system, we 
had better be sure we understand them ourselves , and practise then, in- 
stead of acting xinethically ourselves and then expecting Russia to act 
ethically— to practise our o’.ra morality, which we ourselves refuse to 
observe, ’./hen you hold a double standard of morality (one for yourself 
and another for the other fellow), you cannot expect hiu to hold a single 
standard of ethical conduct; if we expect hussia to be honest in her future 
dealings with us, we will have to be honest in admitting that, in this 
instance, we xreve morally wrong in principle, rather than saying in ef- 
fect, "I cando anything I wairt to, because I am " fhe fact that 
Russia herself is a master specialist in taking this double-standard at- 
titude does not alter our responsibility to call the shots, both ours 
and Russia’s, with logic and honesty. 


In this specific instance, Eisenhovrer should be honest enough to see 
that ( regardless of what he, or others, see as a "defensive necessity" 
aiid, therefore, see a free sky agreemeit as a desirable goal to achieve) 
this does not alter the fact that we committed an aggressive action in 
fl3'-iiig over Russia for "defense" purposes until such on agreement was 
concluded. 


Ox course, a more basic question is ! Ban ai:i emphasis oa defensive 
military preparation be as effective for either party involved as a con- 
centrated effort to reach a reasonable, workable agreement, a resolution 
of difference, whereby both parties caii live in mutual respect and grow in 
a healthy v:ay without fear of either one's imposing on the other, either 
in terms of small acts of aggression such as the present spy plane inci- 
dent, or by larger acts, such as Russia has coaniitted, in forcing 
policies and control upon vulnerable weaker nations. 

Even if (through fear and suspicion aroused because of past surprise 
attacks by other nations on the U.G.) Y:e ^ succeed in obsering in ad- 
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vance all of any nation's military preparations, can one logically say 
that preparing to destroy that nation or its military installations is real- 
ly the answer? Or, regardless of what course is being taken inside that 
nation, does not our primary self interest lie in preventing the necessity 
of both nation’s either needinp: or using such militaristic defense, by 
actively working to achieve the best interests of both nations through the 
mutually self-interested means of hard work and moral integrity? 


The fight over free sky’.Tays (as any issue) should properly be conduct- 
ed in words, showing the other party hov; your particular stand on this issue 
is to his equal self-interest with your o:rn (assuming, of course, that it 
can logically be proved to be to the equal interest of both parties, if it, 
indeed, can be proved to be beneficial to either— beneficial at all ; and, 
while this particular policy — open skyt/gy s — c ould conceivably be advantage- 
ous to both parties, its use for spying purposes is not particularly 
healthy, constructive, or conducive to a real, cooperative effort in the 
'jorking out of problems to the mutual satisfaction of both parties.)

of self-interest) is the only real, 
reason for making any proposal, since in- 
leads to trouble in the future for the 
original transaction. There must be, if there 
between nations, an equal give and take. 


This country is big enough and we should feel confident enough to be 
A3L3 to admit an error when we make one, and not find it necessary to be- 
come emotionally, belligerently defensive when we are called to task for it. 
Certainly, Russia’s moral right to speak up (according to our basic moral 
philosophy) remains clear and unaltered by any specific reasons and 
motivations behind I'xushchev’s reactions, as speculated upon (or even, sub- 
stantially proved) by political scientists in this, or other, countries. 
Certainly also, it is perfectly reasonable and valid for us to look into and 
examine carefully the reasons for 'Irushchev's reaction, but this does not 
reduce our responsibility for incurrinr;: this reaction . 

2ach of the President's and Secretary of Ctate's replies asserting that 
our flight was "justified' and then that we intend to continue making such 
flights in attempting to learn military secrets, only served to compound the 
error in judgement (resulting in action detrimental to our self interest) 
of the flight itself . This official attitude of oxirs, not only from the 
standpoint of its immediate effect upon mussia and upon the Geneva confer- 
ence, but also, from a broader, more basic moral standpoint, upon ourselves 
and the entire world, represents a kind of dangerous, emotionally defensive 
stand which should be entirely unnecessary for any country having the fear- 
lessness that goes v;ith the strength of real moral integrity. 

To defend our action on the basis that "kussia spies on (even if it 

weren't illogical considering the fact that .’ussia's aggressiveness is con- 
sistent with her philosophy) v.'-ould still be illogical even if her basic 
philosophy vrere identical %rith ours. You don't commit an error in judgement 
on the basis that "everybody is doing it," voether that error lies in a 

basic philosophy or in an error of practical application, if you are think- 

ing straight, you don't do anything . or think anything is "all right", just 
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because "everybody's doing it". Should we aake destructive choices just 
because Russia, or anyone else, chooses to nahe then? Certainly, it 
should be patently clear that, if you acted continually and consistently 
on a basic philosophy of "an eye for an eye", eventually both you and 
your adversary will have stripped the flesh frora one another, until there 
is nothing left of you but two skeletons, .’hat purpose does retribution 
serve when it leads only to self-destruction? 

As far as Russia's right (though she is certainly no "lily") to call 
us to account for the spy flight, while we are equally correct in calling her 
to account for any such aggressions on her part (without, hovrever, having 
to "nanufacture" then), it is equally legitiaate for Russia to express her- 
self about us, A "pot" is entirely justified in calling a "kettle" black, 
if in fact, it i_s black, even though the pot aay be just as black, or 
blacker. 

Neither Russia nor the Ifeiited States (nor any other nation) has to wait 
—in fact, should not and aorally cannot wait— until either is "Perfect" 
or "lily white" before calling the shots as they are. Certainly no U.S, 
statesuan would advocate waiting until our o\m country is in absolute 
"apple-pie" order before daring to call Russia to account for her uistakes 
(moral nis judgements) affecting Anyone in his right mind kcov/s that 

such a course would be utterly unrealistic. If everyone waited until he 
vrere spotless in every respect (or even in any one respect, or that p arti- 
cular respect) before speaking up about the errors made by others, teaching 
would become a thing of the past. Ho one would ever open his mouth to com- 
municate again, and our human capacity to teach (and to learn from) others 
would be lost, ‘./ithout our ability and our right to use that ability to 
communicate our thinking, we would, indeed, no longer be "human". 

In the case of our resumption of nuclear testing and o\a- failure to con- 
tinue a aoritorium until an agreement can be reached banning all nuclear 
tests, our action is indefensible. Detection tests should be regarded as 
part of a two-v;ay, equal agreement, and they should be conducted according- 
ly, not by one party going ahead on its oto! Insofar as nuclear testing as 
a "defense preparation", I think I have demonstrated that, quite aside from 
the devestatiag effects from tests already made (estimated, according to 
United Nations and Atomic Energy reports, to cause to our future citizens 
as many as 150,000 cases of leukemia, 100,000 gross mental or physical de- 
fects, 380,000 cases of stillbirth), such "preparation" is utterly illogi- 
cal unless what we are "preparing" for is to become skeletons! 

Our only practical and logical course, unless \re intend to commit mass 
suicide, is to do everything humanly possible to achieve total agreement 
on the banning of nuclear weapons and the banning of testing of such weapons. 
and then proceed to an agreement on total disarmament . 

I urge you most strongly to take whatever action you can to avoid in 
the future such irresponsible statements and actions, as I have cited, and, 
for now, to try to correct the situation that now exists in the form of 
tension between the United States and Russia. The first action we should 
take along this line is to cease our nuclear detection experiment tests un- 
til we have agreed on a mutually satisfactory experiment plan, and, then. 
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post iaportaa't of all « to act as constructively as hupanly possible in at- 
tempting to reach a total test ban agreement. Let’s get the cold war settl- 
ed once and for all 1 

I very much appreciate your taking the time to reach this somewhat 
lengthy letter and to consider carefully and thoughtfully these issues, 
which are as vital to your ovna well being as they are to mine and those 
of ngr friends and neighbors, I should appreciate an answer containing 
your reactions and thinking on these important issues. However, I hope 
you will take your time in replying, giving each factor your careful, 
judicious consideration. Your sincere, concerted efforts along this line 
are far more important to me than receiving an immediate, hasty reply.

SUBSEQUENT EVENTS : The bloTmp of the oummit Conference by Xrushchev's 

demands for a full apology accompanied by a change in our policy of spying 
on Russia is the logical consequence of our ovm action. The fact that 
Krushchev’s indignation over the spy plane incident as expressed in Paris 
led to Eisenhower's quick retraction of his previous assertion that such 
flights would continue is indicative of the basic moral correctness of 
Krushchev’s position in this instance. But, Eisenhower’s reluctance to go 
all the way in offering an official UH. apology (even announcing the change 
of policy concerning future flights under such extreme pressure that he ap- 
pears to have his back to the wall) is seriously detrimental to U.S. inte- 
grity, prestige and moral responsibility in the setting of an atmosphere of 
ill-will through a position we took which no\r it can obviously be seen was 
so blatantly erroneous that it served to endanger the efficacy of the 
Sunmit Conference, 
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
